Washington, March 15.-—-That he 
would oppose the administration rail- 
road bill, even though it might result 
in an effort to read him out of the 
party, Senator Cummins, of lowa, in 
effect, declared in the senate today. 

He was making the initial speech 
on the railread bill, and commenting 
especially upon the history of the 
measure, which he said had orginated 
in the executive branch of the govern- 
ment rather than in congress. 

After occupying its place on the sen- 
ate calendar for eighteen days, the bill 
was taken up at 2 o'clock. The lowan 
had proceeded for only about two 
hours when he asked leave to suspend 
until tomorrow. 

The leave was granted, but Senator 
Hale, chairman of the republican cau- 
cus, gave notice that hereafter the bill 
would be Kept constantly before the 
senate. In language just as positive, 
Mr. Bailey declared that the bill could 
not be rushed, and declared congress 
was liable to be considering it when 
the “dog days” arrived. . 

Cummins Goes for Taft. 

Mr. Cummins’ speech was devoted to 
a general review of the railroad meas- 
ure, but it was preceded by a recital 
of the history of the proposed legis- 
lation, in which he criticised the 
course of the president, and declared 
his intention of opposing the bill in 
its present shape, even at the expense 
of the severe displeasure of the chief 
executive.

SUBMITTED BY RAILWAYS 


Union Leader Announces That 
Mediation Will Be Accepted 
if It Is Speedy --- If There Is 
Any Delay the Firemen Will 
Be Called Out -—- Knapp and 
Neill Start for Chicago Today. 


Chicago, March 15.—Danger of an 
immediate strike of 27,000 locomotive 
firement on western railroads adn the 
contingent throwing out of employ- 
ment of more than 125,000 other. em- 
ployees was averted .today through the 
acceptance of mediation from tht fed- 
eral authorities at Washington. 

At the request of the general mana- 
gers of the forty-seven western rail- 
roads involved, Chairman Martin A. 
Knapp, of / the interstate commerce 
commission, and Commisisoner of La- 
bor C. P. Neill telegraphed an offer 
of federal mediation to the union of- 
ficers. This offer was accepted, W. 
S. Carter, president of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen and En- 
ginemen, stipulating that action must 
begin. without delay. 

The appeal to Washington was taken 
as an eleventh hour mov€ to prevent 
a walk-@ut, which, it was declared, 
threatened the greatest railroad strike 
since that of 1894. Thirty-seven mem- 
bers of the western federated board 
of the brotherhood last midnight form- 
aliy voted for a strike. 

Hour for Striking Hed Been Fixed. 

The hour for strfking had been set 
for next Monday morning, and. the 
members were prepared to start for 
their heomea’to put the strike Irito ac- 
tion when the mediation. steps were 
taken. 

The mediators will come to Chi- 
cago, and, according to Mr. Carter, 
will not arbitrate the questions in dis- 
pute, but will determine what shall be 
arbitrated. The questions involve wages 
which both sides had agreed to arbi- 
trate, and two other technical points, 
involving promotion and representa- 
tion in the union. These latter sub- 
jects, the brotherhood contends, must 
be arbitrated, but the railroads assert 
they cannot be arbitrated because they 
relate to internal union disputes. 

“If the mediation falls through, the 
strike will go right on as planned,”

In a statement given out tonight the 
general managers said: 

“All prospects of a strike are over. 
There will be none. Settlement of the 
whole controversy by mediation and 
arbitration is assured.” 

Government to Try to Mediate. 

Washington, March 15.—Efforts to 
settle two important labor  contro- 
versies are to be made by officials of 
the government. In the trouble be- 
tween the railways operating west of 
Chicago and their firemen and en- 
ginemen, Chairman Knapp, of the in- 
terstate commerce commission, and Dr. 
Charles P. Neill, commissioner of labor, 
have accepted the request of both sides 
to act as mediators and will leave for 
Chicago tomorrow morning. 

The other labor difficulty in which 
the government proposes to intervene 
is the Bethlehem Stee: Company strike, 
where 56,000 men have bé@n out for the 
past four weeks. An official of the 
department of commerce and labor will 
be sent to South Bethlehem, Pa., and 
will go over the situation carefully. 
The .nvestigation was prompted part- 
ly by the fact that the government has 
large steel contracts with the Beth- 
lehem Steel Company, and it has been 
claimed that the strike has reswited 
in delay in government work 

The purpose of the investigation is 
to bring the company and the strikers 
together in an arbitration of their dif- 
ficulties. 

In a statement issued recently the 
amount of the government work on 
hand in South Bethlehem was given as 
$40,000,000. 


TOURING CARS BARRED 
TO SHERMAN AND CANNON 


Vice President and Speaker 
Will Have to Rid2 in 
Street Cars. 


Washington, March 15.—Vice Presi- 
dent Sherman and Speaker Cannon will 
have to content themsélves with rid- 
ing to and from the capitol in common 
street cars or in out-of-date horse- 
drawn vehicles. The house today de- 
clined to provide them with 60-horse 
power touring cars, in the legislative, 
executive and judicial appropriation 
bill. A provision for the cars was voted 
out of the measure—113 to 94—the in- 
surgent republicans throwing almost 
their entire strength with the demo- 
crats. 

Throughout the debate ‘Uncle Joe” 
sat grimly watching the fray.

Kellogg Says Rockefeller and 
Associates Have Waved Black 
Flag Over Land as Pirates 
Once Waved It Over Ocean. 
Combine Aims at Control of 
United States. 


Washington, March 16.—‘*They have 
waved the black flag over the land as 
others have done over the ocean. Do! 
deny they have demonstrated their 
abllity? No. They have competed 
with an ability unequaled in this 
country.” 

In these words Frank B. Kellogg, for 
the government. arraigned the Stand- 
ard Oil before the supreme court of 
the United States today. 

“With its ramifications,” he con- 
tinued, “its influence and its moner 
power, give it carte blanche, let it com- 
bine, as Mr. Watson suggests, and let 
it cut prices as Mr. Milburn speaks 
about, and I predict it will contro! 
every industry In this country in ten 
years, yea, In five years.” 

What Makes Great Country?t 

“What makes a great country?’ he 
asked. “Not great corporations. It is 
the individual; the independent pro- 
prietor with the star of. hope that has 
always been held out to man before 
him. Your honors, it {s but a step 
from combination to socialism and but 
another from socialism to anarchy.”

More serious and disastrous than any 
of these objections, he said, was the 
blow to shippers in taking the inter- 
state commerce commission out of the 
defense of cases, making the United 
States the defendant and placing the 
eases entirely in the hands of the at- 
torney general. 

Power of Secret Review. 

Such a course, he contended, would 
have the effect of giving the depart- 
ment of justice the power of secret 
review, from which there could be no 
appeal or redress. This course, he 
thought, must necessarily destroy the 
effectiveness of the law.

Contracts for Future Delivery. | 
ihe Charleston News and 
Courier.) 

The practice of selling cotton for 
future delivery has been in vogue be- 
tween cotton éxporters and farmers 
end merchants for 10 ypars. Usually 
the farmer or merchantjsnas profited by 
the transaction. During the last cot- 
tom season, however, the shoe was on 
the. other foot. Manv farmers and 
merchants had contracted to furnish 
cotton during the fall months of 1909 
at prices ranging generally between 
10 and 11 cents. When the time for 
delivery arrived cotton was bringing 
considerably more than these prices. 
The result was that a number of farm- 
ers and merchants sought to avoid 
their contracts, contracts which, we 
are informed, had invariably been en- 
tered tnto at the solicitation of the 
selling party and never at that of the 
purchaser. The claim was advanced 
that these were gambling contracts 
and that collection could not be made | 
upon therm. The. exporters, however, 
replied that the contracts show on 
their face that they were made -in 
gocd faith ang represented a bona fide 
transaction. Thev pointed out that 
the terms of : delivery are made so 
specific as to tndicate this plainly, 
and they ‘also drew attention to the 
fact that no margins were required as 
transactions in futures. 
In the federal court at 
Wednesday Judge Brawley held that 
wherever it appears that a contract 
of this sort was entered into in good 
faith it must stand. This view, we 
think, wil? be generally approved. As 
t>) the wisdom of entering into a defi- 
nite contract to sell something not 
yet In existence there may be a dif- 
ference of opinion. As to the binding 
force of such a contract there can be 
but one view. Farmers and merchants 
vdhio have made such contracts reyu- 
larly during the last 10 years have 
previously been more than ready to 
keop them, we are told, deli¥ering the 
ecttonm called for to “the last ounce, 
because it was always to their benefit 
to do s0.

Is Commander Robert EB. Peary, of 
North Pole fame, a fit subject for the

In declining to introduce Commander 
Peary, Governor Brown stated that he 
does not believe his claims to having 
discovered the Pole are true, and in 
discussing the alleged discovery of the 
North Pole, the governor took a atiff 
fall out of Commander Peary’s asser- 
tion that he planted the flag of the 
free on the identical spot where the 
long-sought northernmost. end of the 
earth’s axis is supposed to do business. 

“Peary the discoverer of the North 
Pole? Show me,” says the governor, 
“Cook told the same story that Peary 
is telling now——identically the Same 
story, yet Peary branded Cook as @ 
faker as soon as the former got back 
to civilization, and now he asKs us to 
believe the same 'etory that he asked 
us not to believe when Cook held the 


public ear.”

SITUATION OF STRIKE 
DEPRESSED STOCKS 


Declines Were Not Confined to 
Railroad Stocks---A Slight | 
Rally Late in Day. 


New York, March 16.—There was a 
sudden flagging today in the resisting 
power of -the stock market to de- 


Se. 


pressing factors, which has been its 
prominent characteristic for many 
days past. The issuance of a strike| 


order to firemen and enginemen on 
western railroads was the only topic 
to receive much discussion in the day's 
doings atathe stock exchange. The 
professional element had the market 
almost wholly in its own hands and 
sold stocks freely on the short side of 
speculation. Even the buying, much 
of it, was from short sellers of yester- 
day, who covered at the day’s decline 
but proceeded then to put out fresh 
short lines. It - an aphorism of pro- 
fessional operators not to go short of 
the market on a strike. This rule is 
not always followed, but special rea- 
sons for its non-observance today 
were found in some of the technical 
conditions of the market. The rise in 
the call money rate to above three per 
cent for the first time since the last 
week in January, when the rate was 
receding from the strain of the an- 
nugl settlements, offers one contribu- 
tory explanation of the action of the 
market: The money market has been 
hardening appreciably for more than a 
week. The tendency was emphasized 
today by the sharp fall in prices and 
the impairment’ of margins which re- 
sulted, bringing out calls for additional 
security and, in some cases, displaying 
the call loans. The hardening tendency 
up to this time has bee nceconfifined to 
influenced 
by the steady tying up of banking 
credits in the flotation of new bond is- 
sues. Now the tInterfor demand for 
currency has set tn as a complication. 
The February forelgn trade statement 
shows also that the value of exports 
of merchandise fell below the already 
reduced total of February a year ago, 
while ,.the striking expansion in im- 
portant values also continues.

This 
shows that the persistent rise in the 
london discount rate explains the 
brisk rise in foreign exchange rates, 
which went further today but reacted 
when the call loan rate advanced. An 
advance in the bank of England dis- 
count rate on Thursday is expected and 
a possible export movement of gold 
from New York came into discussion 
today. 

The abandonment of effective sup- 
port of the stock market by influential 
banking interests, and the evidence of 
tightening of +e call money market. 
raises the question whether the desired 
incentive to subscription to the new 
bond issues is mo longer needed = or 
whether it is given up as impractic- 
able. The railroads’ labor disputes 
have been expected for some time to 
arrive at the s age where appeal would 
be made by both sides for the media- 
tion of the government authorities.
